basis of the spring SAT’s, or until 
results of the revised (1973) 
SAT’s were available; he also 
said he would consult Harcourt- 
brace to determine which sub- 
tests most properly measured 
Andover programs. 

In response, Hughes, who had 
advocated parental refusal of 
SAT tests this spring, said his 
children now would take the 
current tests. 

Both Lyons and Hughes agree 
that if the revised SAT’s or any 
tests are clearly found not to 
properly measure Andover 
programs, it would be necessary 
to determine impartially 
whether it is the program or the 
test that is out of step. 

“Our fears as far as the testing 
program goes, were that results 
of the tests given now might be 
used in evaluating programs. 
We’re delighted,’’ said Hughes. 
Lyons told the TOWNSMAN that 
the school committee realizes 
the limitations of the present test 
which has some high correlations 
with the Andover instructional 
program, and some very poor 
correlations. ‘‘I hadn’t realized 
that this was what their concern 
was. They thought the new com- 
mitteemen were out to ‘gut the 
programs’ on the basis of the 
SATs. This meeting, and my 
meeting at South School were 
very good and useful, I think. As 
Dr. Seifert says, the school com- 
mittee members are 90 percent 
in agreement, but the 10 percent 
of disagreement has raw edges. I 
think direct communication like 
this brings us together.’’ 

The Andover school committee 
Tuesday read signs that John 
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Wragg’s very specific motion, 
which he said was aimed at 
preventing the politicizing of the 
school day, might step on the toes 
and rights of students, and both 
parent and teacher 
organizations, so they backed 
away from it toward reliance on 
an existing more general policy 
prohibiting ‘‘drives for propagan- 
daizing or solicitations.” 

The committee received 
letters from the executive groups 
of parent organizations (PTO Ad- 
visory board) and the teachers’ 
organization (AEA), concerned 
that Wragg’s proposed policy 
would prohibit natural functions 
of their organizations, and Dr. 
Seifert said that curtailment of 
student political involvement 
would stifle the educational 
process. Member William Lane 
who opposes the policy warned 
that it could take the committee 
to the courts for infringement on 
teachers’ constitutional rights. 
William King had already said 
that an existing policy statement, 
Article XXII, Section 1, probably 
covered the situation. 

The more general language of 
Article XXII, Chapter 1 looked 
good to Chairman Griggs, who 
mildly suggested that Wragg 
withdraw the motion, saying ex- 
isting policy would probably 
cover any abuse, especially since 
the committee had aired its con- 
cern. Dr. Seifert said he un- 
derstood Wragg’s intent more 
clearly this week and suggested a 
one-sentence addition might add 
point to the existing policy. 
Wragg, who had already amend- 
ed his policy to restrict it to 
adults pulled back to try for the 
following two-sentence addition 
to the policy, to be discussed and 
voted on next week: 

“Endorsement and Political 


Activities: During the school 
day, adults within the Andover 
Public Schools are not to par- 
ticipate in political or lobbying 
activities.

Weather 
Poor For 
Growing 


These are times that try men’s 
souls and those of 
homemakers, farmers, gar- 
deners, too, and that makes pret- 
ty much every one of us... 
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because the elements are surely 
not cooperating. The 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) reports that 
fresh food supplies - - whether 
from Bay State growers or 
anywhere in the country - - are 
not so plentiful as they might be. 

The elements simply are not 
cooperating. Rainy weather and 
cold nights held down the native 
asparagus crop, normally quite 
plentiful by this time of the year. 
The supply coming to market last 
week was down from the prior 
week, and prices rose correspon- 
dingly. Asparagus, like many 
other crops, thrives with mild 
nights, high humidity and plenty 
of sunmshine. 

If April showers happened in 
April, giving way to ‘normal’ 
May weather, crops would be 
more plentiful, and the price of 
food would begin to fall. But spr- 
ing in Massachusetts is rarely 
normal, and this year somewhat 
less than more. Demand exceeds 
supply, and prices continue up- 
ward. 

Boycotts and grumbling to the 
contrary, we have no control 
over the weather. And the 
weather controls our food supply. 

There has been heavy rain all 
over the east coast, and many 
newly seeded crops simply rot in 
the ground. They will be 
replanted, of course, but crops 
will be later and dearer. Bad 
weather in California has hurt 
the lettuce crop. The weather in 
the midwest and south west has 
been negative, too, and following 
last year’s disastrous growing 
season, gives little cause for op- 
timism. Fortunately for us all, 
farmers don’t give up. 

They’re even having trouble 
getting the grain to Russia - - a 
deal that further frustrates an 
already controversial situation - - 
because of a shortage of covered 
freight cars. Carried in open 
hopper cars, it soaks, and rots. 
Arriving wet in Texas, it waits in 
the rain to be loaded aboard ships 

. .and it rots. ; 

So if you continue to find food 
prices high, the reasons, in this 
time of great cynicism, are not 
man-made. The growers are do- 
ing the best they can; we have to 
hope the weather will do better 
than it has.

Scholarship 


Miss Susan B. Zagorski, 392

A committee of the National

scholarship recipients. Only a 
very small percentage of the 
original applicants are awarded 
financial awards. 


Education 
Master Plan 
Needed 


Massachusetts needs a 
“Master Plan’”’ for higher educa- 
tion to end the competition 
between public and private in- 
stitutions in order to ease the 
burden on the taxpayer of the 
Commonwealth, according to Dr. 
Asa S. Knowles, president of 
Northeastern University. 

Dr. Knowles called for such a 
“Master Plan’ in his Annual 
Report of the President, which 
has been mailed to 55,000 alumni 
today. 

“When a_ private institution 
withers on the vine, or fails 
financially, the Commonwealth 
actually loses some of its private 


enterprise and the services 


which it provides have to be then 
transferred to a public institu- 
tion, adding to the already heavy 
burden of the taxpayer,’ he said. 

“Tf programs are duplicated 
unnecessarily, with a substantial 
difference in tuition charges, the 
private institution usually finds it 
cannot stand up to the com- 
petition.”’ 

‘The Massachusetts Advisory 
Council on Education (MACE) is 
now conducting a study of public 
and private institutions, with the 
hope of developing some basic 
concepts to preserve private 
higher education, and at the 
same time to provide a substan- 
tial measure of public higher 
education which will be 
economical to the taxpayers,”’ 
Dr. Knowles said in the report. 

“The study is being conducted 
under the auspices of the 
Academy for Educational 
Development in New York. 

‘‘Private institutions have 
great strength in their high quali- 
ty and in their ability to adjust to 
changing needs in higher 
education,”’ he said. 

In his Annual Report of the 
President, he also told alumni of 
the establishment of a new 
Institute for Off-Campus Ex- 
perience and Cooperative Educa- 
tion. 

“This is a very exciting new 
concept which will expand and 
strengthen Northeastern Univer- 
sity’s role in the development of 
cooperative education in the 
years ahead. 

“To be administered as.a total- 
ly separate entity, the Institute’s 
major purpose will be to provide 
consulting and placement ser- 
vices to other colleges and un- 
iversities offering programs of 
study conducted on the 
cooperative plan of education, 
and programs which involve 
divergent types of off-campus ex- 
perience,” he said. 

Dr. Knowles related that the 
Institute was being established at 
this time because ‘‘the concerted 
effort by one staff, representing 
several institutions, would be 
welcomed by many employers 
who are concerned about the in- 
creasing number of coordinators 
now contacting them for possible 
job opportunities, 

“The Institute has great appeal 
for them, as does the expertise of 
the Northeastern staff that can 
be applied to the needs of 


developing cooperative in- 
stitutions, and to those brand new 
in the field. 

“The Institute will provide a 
staff to develop off-campus ex- 
perience opportunities in paid 
and unpaid jobs and internships 
in business, industry, govern- 
ment and health agencies, and 
public service organizations. 

“Tt will also undertake the 
placement of students in work- 
and study-abroad programs, 
travel-abroad programs (during 
off-campus experience periods), 
and other similar types of ex- 
periential education.”’ 

Dr. Knowles also reported on 
the changing trends in ad- 
missions and enrollments, and 
new opportunities for minority 
groups at Northeastern.

Moves to establish definite 
emergency medical care stan- 
dards and to clearly designate 
which hospitals do or don’t 
provide such care may save 
thousands of Massachusetts 
residents’ lives. 

Some 25 thousand people are 
permanently injured or disabled 
each year because of inadequate 
emergency treatment; it’s also 
estimated that 30 percent of peo- 
ple suffering fatal heart attacks 
could have been saved by proper 
care. 

So the state’s Department of 
Public Health hopes a bill due for 
consideration by the House and 
Senate (it has already been 
favorably reported on by the 
Joint Social Welfare Committee) 
won’t this year again “‘be killed 
for the wrong reasons.”’ 

In the past, says Linda Leddy 
of the department’s Office of 
Emergency Services, police have 
fought the legislation for fear it 
would take away their am- 
bulance services and vastly in- 
crease their budgets. 

But this isn’t so, she says. The 
measure would instead set vary- 
ing standards of emergency care, 
establish free training courses 
and require a minimum of equip- 
ment to be carried in every 
emergency vehicle. 

‘‘Now,’’ she maintains, ‘‘we 
have situations in which someone 
is literally thrown on ‘the floor of 
a van and raced off to the 
hospital at 90) miles an hour and 
we have some emergency 
vehicles which don’t even carry 
stretchers or first aid kits.” 

The bill would set up an ad- 
visory board of policemen and 
others who have first-hand con- 
tact with emergency patients. 
They would help formulate stiff 
but realistic requirements for 
four of five categories of care. 

Right now, the only must is 
that an emergency vehicle be 
“clean and sanitary’’ and staffed 
by people with first aid training. 

This is very inadequate, Miss 
Leddy contends, ‘‘First aid was 
never meant to be a life)saving 
course. We’d like to see the 
lowest category of emergency 
care at least stabilize the patient, 
and the costs would be very low. 
An air bag to keep somebody 
breathing, for example, is only 
$10.” 

And the proposal would for the 
first time regulate the use of 
dual-purpose vehicles - - usually 
police station wagons and vans - - 
to prevent, in Miss Leddy’s 
words, ‘‘Someone from _ being 
picked up by his hands when he 
has a spinal injury.”’ 

The department, if the bill 
passes, would set up free, 
regional training courses for 
each category of emergency care. 
running from 50 to 80 hours. But 
these training requirements 
wouldn’t have to be met until 
July of 1977. 

“It’s good publicity for police 
departments to say they provide 
ambulance services,’’ Miss Led- 
dy says, ‘‘and so some are afraid 
of this bill. What they don’t un- 
derstand is that we’re not trying 
to take service away, we're try- 
ing to improve it.” 

A parallel move to make sure 
emergency patients get adequate 
care is pending before the state’s 
Public Health Council. This 
would establish rules and 
regulations for hospital facilities 
and classify each institution by 
the level of care provided. 
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would mean that ‘‘every medical 
and surgical service possible’’ 
was on tap. Very few hospitals 
would meet this standard. 

A “routine’’ rating would mean 
standard 24-hour emergency ser- 
vice, and a ‘“‘none’’ would cover 
smaller hospitals with no physi- 
cian on constant duty. 

The measure would require 
clear identification of the type of 
care each hospital provides, to 
protect someone in a hurry from 
waiting in the out-patient depart- 
ment only to find the right person 
isn’t there to help. 


Even Birds 
Have 


Problems 


The same thing that has 
happened to too many of us has 
happened to the myrtle warbler. 

While he/she was away on a 
winter vacation they abolished 
the warbler’s job and gave the 
poor bird a new title. 

So the bird that went south last 
fall as the myrtle warbler has 
begun trickling back north as the 
yellow-rumped warbler. 

In this case, the ‘“‘they’’ who 
ruined the warbler’s seniority 
and job stability was the 
American Ornithologists’ Union. 

To the stay-at-home birder, 
shaking up the scientific 
classification of the myrtle 
warbler means very little. One 
need only remember that the 
myrtle warbler now is the 
yellow-rumped warbler and one’s 
life list (the number of birds seen 
in a lifetime) remains the.same. 

But for those who have birded 
in both the east and west, a bit of 
bookkeeping is in order. We suf- 
fer the crushing blow of prying 
one number from the life list. 
For the A.O.U. name change was 
made so that what have been 
myrtle warblers and Audubon’s 


warblers now can be recognized 
as the same species of bird. 
For several years, many 
birders have suspected that the 
myrtle and Audubon’s warbler 


more distantly related than first 
cousins. The main difference 
between the two birds is that the 
myrtle warbler has a white 
throat and Audubon’s has a

A Help For Special Needs 


Volunteer work at St. Ann’s 
Home, a residential treatment 
center for children with severe 
emotional and other problems, 
has led Andover resident Mrs. 
Joan Gilliatt to initiate the 
Friends of St. Ann’s Children, a 
community organization to ad- 
vance work with children who. 
have special needs. 

A Film Festival on Saturday, 


June 2, at 10 a.m. at East Junior- 
High School will be the first. 


public action of the group. The 
film features an adventure story 
filmed in color in Ireland, 
selected as an exciting family 
movie, and for children through 
high school age. The film will be 
shown again at Tenney High 
School, Methuen, at 2 p.m. 

The Friends of St. Ann’s 
Children are raising money for 
summer camping scholarships 
for children at the Home. They 
also hope to be able to rent a 
summer cottage, probably in 
Maine, for visits by other St. 
Ann’s children not well enough to 
attend regular summer camp. 


But fundraising is not the only 
purpose of the Friends of St. 
Ann’s Children, according to 
Mrs. Gilliatt and Dr. Larry L. 
Larsen, 30 Mary Lou Lane, 
Director of St. Ann’s Home. 

They see the Friends of St. 
Ann’s Children as a means -of 
spreading understanding about 
the categories of children with 
special needs, and the work that 
can be done to help them, es- 
pecially through group care con- 
cepts at a residential center such 
as St. Ann’s. 

Mrs. Gilliatt says she hopes to 
get a number of people involved 
on a volunteer basis at St. Ann’s, 
and points out that Dr. Larsen 
has brought important changes 
at the Home in the last few 
years. 

Formerly an orphanage and 
later a home for elderly people, 
St. Ann’s now specializes in giv- 
ing professional treatment in a 
residential setting for children 
with special needs. 

Of the 68 emotionally disturbed 
children who live at the Home, 
approximately half of them are 
able to attend the Methuen public 
school system. The remainder at- 
tend the Hilltop School, a special 
school on the premises run with 
professional standards of skill 
and devotion to the rehabilitation 
of the children. The 68 children 
live in five independent and 
home-like living units, each with 
its own staff. The units each have 
a kitchen, sitting room, play 
area, plus an individual small 
bedroom for each child. Each 
child attends either the public 
school or Hilltop School and 
takes part in as many community 
activities, such as Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, Little League, etc., 
as the staff feels is feasible, 


Each child sees his therapist at 
least once a week, attempting to 
work out his problems. The aim 
of the Home is to prepare 
children for eventual return to 
normal home and community 
situations where it is difficult for 
them to function at present. 


Besides the residential treat- 
ment program, St. Ann’s Home 
also runs a day treatment 
program, one of whose projects 
is the Lawrence Pre-School 
Program for Autistic Children, 
treating children ages 6 months 
to 7 years, directed by Richard 
Blake. Several Andover High 
School girls interested in special 
education or nursing already are 
working in the Autistic Preschool 
as volunteers, one in the high 
school’s intern program, the 
others as regular volunteer 
helpers. 

St. Ann’s also runs a group 
home in Methuen and a 
therapeutic foster home program 
and has recently started an infor- 
mation and referral service. 
Mrs. Gilliatt says Dr. Larsen 
visualizes the possibility of 
further development of the day 
treatment program, the im- 
plementation of an emergency 
treatment service, and the es- 
tablishment of more group 
homes. 

Presently there are ap- 
proximately 35 volunteers work- 
ing at the Home, including 
students from Phillips Academy, 
according to the head of the 
Friends of St. Ann’s Children. 
But many more volunteers can 
be used in the following kinds of 
positions: teachers’ aides, 
tutors, clerical assistants, and in 
the living units. 

More volunteers are needed as 
‘‘big brothers and sisters’’ or as 
“volunteer grandfathers and 
grandmothers,”’ or to participate 
in the ‘‘visiting families 
program,”’ in which families in 
one of the nearby communities 
act as special friends to a child 
who will come to their home to 
visit for a day or two at a time, 
goon day trips, etc., and general- 
ly be a part-time family 
member. 

“Tt would also be nice to have 
people in the community with a 
special talent, such as arts and 
crafts, an interesting hobby or 
profession, etc., come in to 
demonstrate their skill to the 
children. People in the communi- 
ty who enjoy handwork such as 
sewing, could make clothing and 
special articles for the children. 
Another very valuable area of 
help would be in the physical 
maintenance of the plant, such as 
painting, furnishing and 
decorating rooms or doing out- 
side work on the grounds. The 
Home is open to suggestions 
from people who would like to 
offer their special skill to help 


the children.”’

The Flood 
and the 
Mud

An area larger than 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island combined is under 
water along the banks of the 
Mississippi River and its 
tributaries. 

The flood is one of the worst in 
history, in spite of the fact that 
billions of dollars have been 
spent in ‘‘flood control”’ projects. 


The situation calls into ques- 
tion the entire approach which 
has traditionally been taken 
towards control of floods. 

Levees, by channelizing the 
water into a narrow bed, have ac- 
tually caused heavy rains to rush 
downstream faster, rather than 
spreading into natural marshes 
and flood plains, where the water 
could be held temporarily and 
then graduatlly absorbed. 

The damage is worsened by the 
fact that people have tended to 
trust the flood control projects 
too much. They have built exten- 
sively in flood plains and other 
low-lying areas which historical- 
ly have been subject to periodic 
flooding. 

Instead of spending more tax 
money to channelize more water 
and to help people rebuild in the 
same spot, it would be better to 
help people move to higher 
ground. 

The farms will benefit in the 
long run from the new layer of 
fertile mud which is laid down by 
the river. That is how flood plains 
have remained prime 
agricultural areas all over the 
world for centuries. 

But factories, stores, 
businesses, schools, offices and 
housing developments should not 
be built on flood plains. 

Besides, in a hungry world, 
that fertile agricultural land is 
too valuable to be wasted.

Environment 


At School In 


This spring the fifth graders 
from the West Elementary 
School spent a week studying the 
out-of-doors at the Ocean Park 
Environmental School in Maine. 
The two-hundred acre facility 
offered an excellent range of in- 
terrelated environments for the 
children to observe. The site in- 
cludes such things as a mixed 
pine and hemlock forest, fresh 
water streams, a large tidal 
marsh, and the ocean. Nearby, is 
a sewerage treatment plant 
which offered an excellent oppor- 
tunity for a side field trip. 

The facilities at Ocean Park 
also include a large heated dor- 
mitory containing rooms suitable 
for four students. Students clean- 
ed the dorm each day on a volun- 
tary basis and did an excellent 
job. Children took turns acting as 
waiter, host or hostess and 
“‘clean-up’’. Students presented 
an award to the ‘table’? which 
demonstrated outstanding dining 
hall manners after each meal. 

Some of the special activities 
included a night walk, sunrise 
observation, campfire night and 
picnic lunch at the seashore. 

Supervision was provided by 
teachers and a parent. An inser- 
vice course was set up to prepare 
these supervisors for the week 
long experience. They studied 
such things as role clarification, | 
counseling, and philosophy of 
out-door-education. Further, the 
inservice group planned the 
schedule, in conjunction with the 
executive director, Waldo Stone, 
and the environmental school’s 
director, Boyen Thompson, as 
well as preparing a variety of 
pre-camp forms. 

While at the environmental 
school field instruction was 
provided by a specially trained 
staff. They were familiar with 
the environment at Ocean Park 
and were quite knowledgable in 
many aspects of field biology. 
The instructors taught in small 
groups and related extremely 
well to the students. 

The environmental school staff 
and the West School supervisors 
were impressed by the involve- 
ment and participation of the 
students. They adjusted well to 
the new situation, behaved well, 
and were a credit to their school 
and parents. This program was 
conducted as an exploratory 
program in out-door-education. 
Participation was voluntary at a 
cost of $37 per student and an en- 
couraging seventy-five percent of 
_ thet fifth grade students , attended.

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Cong. Cronin Critical Of OEP Director 


Science and Astronautics Com- 
mittee, of which Cronin is a 
member, stated that ‘‘fuel 
problems were first brought to 
the public’s attention by a a 
tage of natural gas last fall,” 
statement which Cronin aie 
“indicative of a tragic lack of 
foresight on the part of federal 
officials.’”’ ‘‘Demand has in- 
creased at a 1 percent annual 
rate over the past (five years,’ 
Cronin pointed out. ‘“There is no 
reason why this problem could 
not have been anticipated.” 

Cronin sharply chided Trent 
for ‘‘appearing to minimize the 
dimensions of the gasoline shor- 
tage.’’ He stated: ‘Boston is one 
of several major cities where 
authorities have yet to receive a 
single bid for contracts to fuel 
their city vehicles. In fact, 
Boston fire and police 
departments have only enough 
gasoline to supply their vehicles 
through June. In the past seven 
weeks, we have seen the retail 
price of gasoline of independent 
dealers in Massachusetts rise six 
cents per gallon and 200 gas 
stations across the country have 
been forced to close. That, in my 
judgment, is a crisis situation if 
there ever was one.” 

Cronin’s. questioning received 
enthusiastic support from 
Congressman Bob Bergland (D- 
Minn), also a member of the 
Energy Subcommittee, who in- 
terrupted Acting Director Trent 
at one point to state: ‘‘The 
gentleman from Massachusetts 
is making excellent comment 
here with regard to the situation 
in New England and you are 
simply telling us that the 
problem isn’t all that bad. What’s 
going on here?”’ 

Cronin continued: ‘‘We have a 
situation now where people who 
own their own gas stations and 
carry a major brand are being 
forced out of business while the 
guy down the street who 
manages a company-owned sta- 
tion is getting all the available 
gasoline. When we force in- 
dependents out of business and 
create in effect a monopoly situa- 
tion for the major gasoline 
manufacturers, then we have 
created an intolerable situation.” 

Trent responded .by suggesting 
that the independents were free 
to purchase gasoline from the 
world market. Cronin responded: 
‘That is no solution at all, and 
you know it. The price of gasoline 
on the world market is substan- 
tially higher than it is at home.” 
Trent replied: ‘‘That is correct, 
sir.

The most advanced work in the 
medium of collage is on view 


’ from May 11 through June 24, ina 


retrospective exhibition of the 
Collages of Robert Motherwell at 
the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston. 

Motherwell is the only leading 
contemporary artist to use the 
collage throughout his career to 
solve pictorial problems that 
concern artists today. Over forty 
collages on view, dating from 
1943 to the present, show the ex- 
pressive beauty of his solutions. 

The collage was first invented 
around 1912 by Picasso and Bra- 
que. The word collage has come 
to mean the application of two- 
dimensional components, 
primarily paper, to a canvas or 
flat support.The collage has in- 
fluenced the development of late 
Cubism as well as 20th century 
sculpture. Henri Matisse and 
Kurt Schwitters are other 20th 
century artists who worked ex- 
tensively with collage. This is the 
first retrospective exhibition of 
Motherwell’s work in the 
medium. 

The collage has enabled 
Motherwell to unite two con- 
tradictory aspects of his art-an 
open, painterly style and a highly 
structured composition. 
Motherwell combines the strong 
forms of the torn paper with 
freely sketched areas of paint.

binations of textures, colors and 
shapes. These collages also 
possess an intimacy that is un- 
usual in major contemporary 
abstract art. 

The collages can be divided 
into several series in which 
Motherwell concentrates on a 
particular theme or structure. La 
Resistance (1945) is an eloquent 
example of the theme of im- 
prisonment and political struggle 
often explored by Motherwell. 
Often the scraps of paper used by 
the artist have literary 
references or personal 
associations which add a new 
demension to the formal com- 
position. According to Kenworth 
Moffett, Curator of Contem- 
porary Art at the Museum, ‘This 
retrospective of Motherwell’s 
collages demonstrates one of the 
potentials of the collages: literal 
and metaphorical references to 
the real world placed in the con- 
text of purely formal abstract 
beauty.” 

In conjunction with the exhibi- 
tion, twenty-two aquatints, own- 
ed by the museum, from a book 
entitled A La Pintura (To Pain- 
ting) (1968-72) with a text by 
Spanish poet, Rafael Alberti is on 
view. Each large-scale page with 
a brightly-colored aquatint and 
text was designed by the artist. A 
painting, Open in Ochre (1967-70) 
from the same period as the 
aquatints, is also hung in the cor- 
ridor adjacent to the exhibition. 

Born in Aberdeen, Washington, 
in 1915, Robert Motherwell first 
emerged as an important figure 
in American art in the Abstract 
Expressionist movement of the 
1940’s. He has had numerous one- 
man exhibitions at museums and 
galleries throughout the United 
States and Europe since 1944, and 
his work is a major influence in 
contrmporary art. 

The current exhibition of 
collages was organized by the 
Houston Museum of Fine Arts, 
and includes loans from 
museums, private collections as 
well as the artist’s own collec- 
tion.

District Director William E. 
Williams said that many of these 
taxpayers received erroneous in- 
formation from their own 
organizations that claims will be 
paid soon. 

“Prior to the close of the re- 
cent Federal tax filing season,” 
Williams explained, ‘‘the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service here receiv- 
ed hundreds and hundreds of 
Forms 8438, which sought the re- 
fund of taxes paid in 1969 on 
retirement fund contributions. 

“In fairness to these tax- 
payers, it should be pointed out 
again that there are suits 
currently pending in out-of-state 
Federal courts challenging IRS 
Ruling 72-250, I.R.B. 1972-21. The 
Internal Revenue Service cannot 
process claims until the case is 
finally settled.” 

He said that these taxpayers 
may continue to file claims for 
the years after 1969 and IRS will 
keep a record of them in the 
event the ruling is overturned. 
Those who do not file within the 
three-year statute of limitation 
period will not receive 
payments even if the courts rule 
in favor of the plaintiffs.

Tracks 
Remain 
Division 


' The B&M railroad tracks still 
will be the dividing line between 
East and West Junior High 
Schools next year, and the school 
administration looks to school 
construction, not redistricting, to 
relieve crowding at the secon- 
dary schools. 

There will be no change in the 
junior high districting the school 
committee decided, because 
three alternatives investigated 
would be disruptive, East Junior 
High School Principal Dr. 
Richard McGrail reported, 
without improving the situation 
in a three year period over what 
it is right now - crowded at both 
schools with more crowding very 
likely before relief is in sight. 

McGrail, reporting for himSelf 
and West Junior High’s William 
Hart, said ‘‘no change’’ was the 
administration recommendation, 
but it was no long term solution. 
Dr. Seifert agreed, saying the 
schools need to come to the 
March town meeting for planning 
funds for construction to relieve 
crowding at the secondary level. 

West Junior High will remain 
most crowded next year (842 to 
East’s 725); administrators 
agree that this newer building 
can handled crowding better than 
East, and figures show that the 
enrollment will become closer to 
equal over a three year period. 

McGrail said the figures used 
did not take into account the 
dozen or more ninth graders ex- 
pected frdm St. Augustine’s, or 
any population growth projec- 
tions at all, since it is impossible 
to tell which junior high would be 
most affected by growth. 

West Andover has the reputa- 
tion as the growing side of town, 
he said, but East has the new 
Horn Bridge estates filling up 
now, plus Indian Ridge and High 
Plain Road developments in the 
planning stage.” Both schools 
are in trouble now, and both will 
be hit by new growth in unpredic- 
table ways.’’ McGrail also noted 
ruefully that the price of houses 
going up in the new developments 
means we can expect the new 
citizenry to be well-established 
families, who are likely to have 
children for the secondary 
schools when they move in. 

In later discussions of school 
enrollment, Personnel Manager 
Vaughn Clapp said that a week- 
long August inservice program 
was planned for Doherty and 
Shawsheen teachers, so they can 
set up instructional area, plan 
team organization and groupings, 
including plans for the sixth 
grades. For the past three years 
Shawsheen and Doherty sixth 
graders have been redistricted to 
West Elementary but will return 
to their own renovated schools in 
September. 

The sehool committee will 
meet next Tuesday at 7:30 p.m.
